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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35. U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1-9,11-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Yamamoto et al (6,417,127), for reasons of record. 

3. Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Yamamoto et al (6,417,127) further in view of Janney et al (5,028,362), for reasons of 
record. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicants' argument that Yamamoto et al teach translucent bodies and not 

transparent is not persuasive in overcoming the rejection. The terms "translucent and 

transparent" are qualitative terms and typically may include bodies having the same 

transmittance. Applicants have not shown by way of tangible evidence, such as side by 

side testing in declaration or affidavit that the bodies of Yamamoto have different 

transmittance values than that set forth in the claims. Yamamoto et al evaluate the 

transmittance by total transmittance under different processing parameters however the 

values set forth in the examples would be expected to yield a RIT of greater than 30%. 

Applicants have not shown by way of quantitative evidence that the properties of the 

instant claims distinguish from the properties of the bodies taught by Yamamoto et al. 

It is well settled that when a claimed composition appears to be substantially the 
same as a composition disclosed in the prior art, the burden is properly upon the 
applicant to prove by way of tangible evidence that the prior art composition does not 
necessarily possess characteristics attributed to the CLAIMED composition. In re 
Spada, 911 F.2d 705, 15 USPQ2d 1655 (Fed. Circ. 1990); In re Fitzgerald, 619 F.2d 67, 
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205 USPQ 594 (CCPA 1980); In re Swinehart, 439 F.2d 2109, 169 USPQ 226 (CCPA 
1971).
